There are at pre- 
sent three Steam Quartz-crushing Machines on 
the Range, and these are stopped frequently 
through want of water, and are subject to a 
heavy outlay for procuring coal. These difficul- 
ties will be effectually overcome by the success- 
ful carrying out of the proposed scheme. 

The undoubted pay.able character of the un- 
dertaking has induced many private parties to 
propose a similar scheme, but the cost has in- 
variably prevented its furtherance ; and it has 
been acknowledged that, to ensure a successful 
issue, the undertaking should be placed in the 
position of a substantial Company. 

The line of Race has been marked out, and 
the necessary levels have been taken, by our 
Surveyor (Mr Smythies), with the view of as- 
certaining the practicability of the scheme ; and 
it has been estimated by him that about £7090 
will be required to canstruot the Main Race, of 
which a portion will have to be flumed.
